HIS Evangeliſt, we are told, was born at Naze- 

ret h, the Place where our bleſſed Saviour retded, 

and was the Son of Alpbeus and Mary, Kinſwoman 
to the bleſſed Virgin: His Occupation was that of a 
Publican, or Tax-gatherer to the Roa, an Office 
deteſted by the generality of the Jews. After his 
Election to the Apoſtleſhip, he continued with the 
reſt till the Aſcenſion of his great and beloved Maler. 
After which, for the firſt eight Years at leaſt, he 
reached in different Places of Judta; then travelled 


into ſeveral Parts, preaching the Goſpel, eſpeciall 


Ethiopia, where he ſuffered Martyrdom, at a City 
called Naddal ar ;. but by what Kind of Death is not 
certainly known, though the vencral Opinion i; that 
he was flain with an Halbert. 
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a Church in Aexunata, the ;dolatrous Inh: abitants
